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MINIATURE GLADIOLUS 


The demand for good Miniature 
Glads is growing so fast that we find 
ourselves hard pressed to keep up. 
As a result, many of our stocks are 
limited; so we urge that you order 
early to avoid being disappointed. 


Miniature Glads fall naturally into 
four categories: First, the ruffled 
ones, usually with very wide-open 
tloretsss-second, the unique, iace- 
ups’, in which the tiny florets march 
up the stems with their faces to the 
sky, like dainty little lilies; third, the 
gorgeous and decorative orchid type, 
with petals long and pointed, deeply 
cut and laciniated, and usually ruf- 
fled. These are perfect for corsages, 
as well as all other types of floral 
work. And fourth, the hooded ones, 
which are the progenitors of our 
modern glads, and include some of 
the most colorful of the lot. In this 
group we find all degrees of “hood”, 
from the extremely hooded ones, 
such as the species Primulinus, to 
those in which the hood has been 
bred almost out, such as Faddist. 
This group also includes the butter- 
fly type, in which the two side petals 
are wide and flaring, giving the ap- 
pearance of wings. 

For your convenience, we are list- 
ing the four types separately this 
year, under appropriate headings. 


CULTURE: Miniature Glads re- 
quire the same culture as the larger 
glads, namely full sun, good soil, and 
plenty of water. Plant in groups or 
in rows, 4 to 5 inches deep, and give 
plenty of water when buds start to 
form.

BABY GLADIOLUS 


A race of gladioli fast coming 
into popularity in the milder parts of 
the country, where temperature does 
not fall below 10 degrees F. Blooms 
are airy and graceful, and lacking in 
the stiffness usual to gladiolus. For 
bouquets and corsages they are a de- 
light to professionals and amateurs 
alike, long being a favorite of florists. 

There is some confusion among 
gardeners in the differentation be- 
tween Miniature and Baby gladiolus. 
The Miniatures are small flowered 
varieties which are planted and 
tended exactly like the common va- 
rieties, but they have a wider range of 
flower forms and coloring. The Baby 
Gladiolus are FALL PLANTED 
and have characteristically open, 
graceful flowers like those illustrated 
at right. 

CULTURE: The bulbs are planted 
in the fall, in October or November, 
4 to 5 inches deep. They need full 
sun) and*soil that is VERY WELL- 


DRAINED and not too heavy. We 
use no commercial fertilizer, but we 
do turn under a cover crop each year, 
and also add as much leaf mold or 
compost as we can lay our hands on.

The smallest of the dahlias, ranging in size 
from tiny blooms not much more than an inch 
across, to larger flowers of 2 and 3 inches. For 
exhibition purposes, Poms must be under 2 
inches. However, many of our nicest Poms are 
larger than that. These are called the cut-flower 
type, and for your convenience, we list them 
under separate headings. 


Regardless of size, all Poms are good cut 
flowers. The blooms are formal and perfect, and 
good keepers. They are also fine border plants 
and used extensively for bedding; for the bushes 
provide a mass of color all through the fall 
season.

Species tulips are among the most satisfactory miniatures to grow, 
and of the numerous species, we consider the following four to be of 
superior merit. Each one is distinct and different. 


Culture is simpler than for the large tulips, for they may be left in 
the ground from year to year. Since they enjoy good drainage and a 
chance to dry out during the summer, they will thrive for you in sunny 
spots in the rockery, too hot and dry for other bulbs to grow.

CLUSIANA—The Candystick Tulip, daintily striped in peppermint pink 
and white. A small, pointed tulip on slender, graceful 15-inch stems.

KAUFMANNIANA—The Waterlily Tulip is well named, for the large 
spreading flowers of cream white with yellow centers open to the sun 
when barely above ground. In cloudy weather, the long cylindrical buds 
stay closed, exposing the warm red blush on the backs of the petals.

HARDY CYCLAMEN (Cyclamen Neopoli- 
tanum)—A true miniature, with perfect little 
cyclamen blooms in pink and white. One of 
the most outstanding small flowers we've seen 
in some time, with numerous good qualities;
